Senator Robinson, of Indiana, a mem- 
ler of the Senate Military Committee, 
expressed a profound conviction of the 
country this week when he said that 
“prosperity cannot be restored by cut- 
ting wages, governmental or otherwise.” 
This is a truism that has sunk deep 
into the national consciousness. With- 
out buying power, goods cannot be sold, 
and manufacturers cannot produce. The 
tremendous prosperity the United States 
enjoyed before the depression was due 
largely to the discovery that high wages 
enabled a market of eager demand for 
agricultural and industrial products. 
It was the realization of this fact that 
caused the President to prefer the fur- 
lough idea rather than a cut. The 
former has the effect of a cut, of course, 
but at least the higher wage standards 
have been maintained. It is to be hoped 
that at the coming session, Congress will 
abandon the furlough especially in the 
case of the Services, which have suffered 
more than any other branch of the gov- 
ernment by reason of the fact that no 
increases in pay were allowed in the 
time of prosperity commensurate with 
the rise in the cost of living. I look to 
Senator Robinson, in view of his at- 
titude, to be one of the leaders in this 
essential movement.

Suppose Germany carries out her 
threat and refuses to participate further 
in the Disarmament Conference. Sup- 
pose, aS may be expected, France will 





decline to scrap the limitation clause of 
the Versailles Treaty with reference to 
German strength and refuse to allow 
German arms equality. French interests 
as well as those of Poland and her other 
fontinental Allies are hostile to any- 
thing of the kind. With Germany out 
of the Conference. with France and 
Poland controlled by fear of German 
strength, with Japan involved in a situa- 
tion in the Far East that demands in 
the judgment of her authorities main- 
tenance and even increase of force 
rather than reduction, with Russia thor- 
oughly dissatisfied at the lack of Geneva 
progress, and with a rising demand in 
England and the Dominions for greater 
protection, it would seem as though 
American hopes of disarmament reduc- 
tion are about to be dashed against the 
rocks of national self-interest. It is no 
news that if the disarmament conference 
fails, the President will recommend to 
Congress construction which will assure 
a Fleet fully up to Treaty strength. 
Therefore, European developments are 
well worth watching.

In recent years the custom has 
grown up for most of the offi- 
cers on duty in Washington to 
call upon the General on his 
birthday and wish him happi- 
ness and many returns of the 
day. However, General Persh- 
ing undoubtedly will be the re- 
cipient of a flood of telegrams 
of congratulations. 

In the eight years that have 
elapsed since his retirement 
General Pershing has not only 
held but increased his hold on 
the affection of the Army. As 
general knowledge has spread 
of the problem he faced dur- 
ing the World War the public's 
appreciation of his military 
stature has grown steadily. He 








Congressman McSwain 
Working on Army Bill 


Representative J. J. McSwain, of the 
Military Affairs committee, told the 
ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL yesterday 
that he is now opposed to any reduction 
in the number of officers of the Regular 
Army such as was attempted last ses- 
sion of Congress. Mr. McSwain at that 
time supported the cut. 

“I do not feel that there is any need 
for curtailing the number of officers in 
the Army,” declared the Representative, 
“there is undoubtedly a lot of deadwood 
in the service. It would be a great deal 
more efficient if we could eliminate a 
couple of thousand officers and replace 
them with better men. It was for this 
reason that most of us supported the 
proposal in the appropriation bill last 
winter. We intended later to build back 
the Army to 12,000, when economic con- 
ditions improved. 

“However, this can be accomplished 
in a better way,” he continued, “my 
committee can draft a bill to greatly 
strengthen the provisions of law regard- 
ing ‘Class B’ retirement. The way this 
elimination works at present is a farce. 
A much greater number should be re- 
tired each year, which not only would 
get rid of the inefficient, but would keep 
the others on their toes. I will make 
this part of the bill which I intend to 
introduce and bring immediately before 
my committee to take care of the sub- 
merged Captains.” 

Asked for details as to his promotion 
list revision measure, Mr. McSwain 
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Naval Academy Curriculum 
The curriculum at the Naval Academy 
undergo rather extensive changes 
during the next academic year, to be- 
come entirely effective with the begin- 
ning of the academic year 1933-34. 
Boards of Visitors to the Naval Acad- 
emy for several years have pronounced 
the curriculum as being too narrowly 
technical and not including enough cul- 
tural subjects, such as History, Litera- 
ture, Economics, Government, ete. It 
has been noted, too, that the engineering 
colleges of highest reputations were 
showing a marked tendency to broaden 
their curricula and spend more of the 
time on non-technical and cultural sub-

jects. The reason behind such move- 
ment seemed to be a realization that 


high executive positions were tending to 
be filled by other than engineers; and 
that the reason lay in the fact that such 
individuals showed better and broader 
leadership qualities than did the more 
narrowly educated technicians. This 
study also developed the fact that the 
Naval Academy in its effort to keep step 
with technical developments had over- 
loaded its course with factual and ap- 
plied engineering to some consequent 
sacrifice of the very fundamentals in en- 
gineering. 

Rather than attempting a _ revision 
made by an outside commission, the 
Academic Board itself decided to under- 
take the full study and investigation 
and attempt to meet the problem. The 
study became far more extensive than 
was foreseen, led into a great number 
of collateral lines, and became a work

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State Primaries’ Effect 
On Services Analyzed 


Returns from the first political skir- 
mish of the year, the primaries and 
nominating conventions, find the friends 
of National Defense faring better than 
its opponents in the congressional races 
throughout the country. 

The fate of one stalwart of adequate 
defense forces, however, hangs in the 
balance. Representative Henry E. Bar- 
bour, ranking Republican on the War 
Department sub-committee on appropria- 
tion, who led the winning fight in the 
House last session against the cuts in 
Army strength, polled exactly the same 
number of votes as his opponent in the 
primaries last week for the Republican 
nomination from the Ninth District of 
California. He and Glenn M. Devore, 
Fresno district attorney, each received 
10,429 votes and under the state election 
laws must appear at the office of the 
Secretary of State and decide by lot 
which candidate’s name shall appear on 
the November ballot. 

In three other contests in the Cali- 
fornia primaries the nomination was 
won by a retired officer of the Army or 
Navy. Capt. Robert Henderson, USN- 
ret, won the Republican nomination from 
the newly created 18th District, which 
centers around Long Beach. Inasmuch 
as that city is normally strongly Repub- 
lican, it seems likely that the Navy will 
have a staunch, well-informed spokes- 
man in the next Congress. 

The other two successful candidates 
on the service retired lists are Lt. (jg) 
Claude Chandler, USNRF-ret, who won 
the Democratic nomination from _ the 
20th District, which includes the city of 
San Diego, and Master Sergeant John 
Henry Hoeppel, USA-ret, winner of the 
Democratic primary in the 12th District 
of California. Master Sergeant Hoeppel 
is editor of the Retired Men’s News. He 
was recently promoted to the rank of 
first lieutenant on the retired list for 
serving as such during the World War. 

Primaries or nominating conventions 
have been held in all but 15 of the 
states and thus far 41 members of the 
present Congress have been eliminated, 
either by defeat for renomination, or re- 
tirement. Of this number, 14 were sup 
porters of the National Defense, 24 went 
on record last session in favor of cur- 
tailment of the Army, while three did 
not take a definite stand one way or 
other. 

Of course, National. Defense was not 
an issue in many cases, and in others 
was not the only one, and in many. in- 
stances the incumbent will be succeeded 
by a man of the same views on defense. 
It is believed, however, that a report of 
the “lame-ducks” will be of interest. 

Among those who supported Represen- 
tative Collins’ attempt to curtail the 
Army during the last session who were 
defeated for renomination are: Davis 
of Tennessee; Christgau, Rep. of Min- 
nesota; Burtness, Rep. of N. D.; Barton, 
Dem. of Mo.; Gillen, Dem. of Ind.:

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Resumption of West Point — Annapolis Athletic Relations Hailed By Press 


The resumption of athletic relations between the Military and Naval Academies 
has received an enthusiastic welcome by the public, judging from the comment in 
the editorial columns of newspapers. Hope is expressed that before the end of the 
three year agreement entered into by the superintendents of the two schools, some 
final settlement of the question of eligibility can be reached, for the majority of 
the commentators regard the present contract as merely a truce, 


“The decision of the Army and Navy to bury the hatchet will be hailed as 
much outside as inside what might be regarded as football circles states the Jersey 
City Journal. 

“The new agreement will run for three years. It ignores the rock on which 
the two schools split three years ago. That is the rule of eligibility. The Navy 
holds that no cadet of either institution should play more than three years of 
‘varsity football. The Army disagrees. 

“Perhaps, now that they are back on a peace footing again, the two academies 
will be able to work out this difference satisfactorily to both sides.” 





“Like some wars that have been ended at the conference table without settling 
the issue that directly led to hostilities, the conference of commanding officers which 
has restored relations between the two service institutions leaves unsettled the 
issue of eligibility that caused the rupture,” states the Brooklyn Hagle. “West 
Point does not surrender her privilege of picking whatever players she pleases 
from the student body. Annapolis does not concede that West Point is right 
in doing that, but yields the point for the sake of harmony. The agreement 
reached by Major-General Connor and Rear Admiral Hart is therefore a_ truce, 
rather than a treaty of peace, which permits further discussion of the eligibility 
issues at any time within the three years life of the agreement.” 





“Army and Navy will play football in Philadelphia this fall and thereafter, 
but nobody on either side appears to have surrendered,” the New York Sun declares. 
“That was as good as any other way. When irresistible force meets an immov- 
able body the consequences may be picturesque. It is much better to have brethren- 
in-arms dwell together in unity than to see them spatting. The dispute has been 
one the superintendents of the two institutions have been competent to handle; 
whatever arrangement they have reached that is satisfactory to them ought to sat- 
isfy everybody else.” 
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“Philadelphia welcomes the return of the Army-Navy football games,” declares 
the Philadelphia Inquirer. “The breach in friendly rivalry was hardly creditable 
to the dignity of cadet and plebe. As wards of the Nation in a service dedicated 
to the preservation of peace they had a responsibility for maintaining a standard 
of conduct and relations which would foster peace. International amity must rest 
on exalted conceptions of true sportsmanship, which at times sacrifices notions of 
individual self-righteousness for the sake of a larger principle. 

“While the breach is not completely healed, the present entente is hopefull.” 








“It was necessary,” comments the Norfolk Virginian-Pilot, “that either the 
Army or the Navy should abandon, at least for the period of the three-year con- 
tract, the position previously assumed. The Navy has done that, withdrawing its 
objections to players of more than three years’ experience. If for immediate pur- 
poses, this is a Navy recession, in the longer run it may easily become the proof 
of superior diplomatic skill at Annapolis. <A graceful withdrawal has a sporting 





appeal. 


opinion and political pressure have been powerful weapons.

“Yale in the Civil War” 


“Yale in the Civil War,” by Ellsworth 
Kliot, jr.; 222 pages; illustrated, Pub- 
lished by Yale Unirersity Press, New 
Haren, Conn, $5.00. 


From the time that President Lincoln 
issued his first call for volunteers until 
Appomattox silenced the rumble of cais- 
sons and the clatter of horses’ hoofs and 
sabres, there was a flow of young college 
students from the cloistered campus to 
the martial camps and battlefields. So 
divided was the sentiment that from 
most colleges there was representation 
in both the forces of the blue and the 
gray. 

It was thus with Yale. Although 
situated in wholly northern Connecticut, 
it drew its students from all portions. 
The record of this hegira. of the deeds 
of Yale’s alumni. of losses of the War, 
and of the return from both north and 
south to the classroom and alumni re- 
unions, now are gathered together as a 
contribution to history and an inspira- 
tion to college men of all generations, 
as well as to Yale in particular, 

The stupenduousness of Dr. Eliot's 
tusk in searching out the names of the 
Yule men who wore the uniform and 
the gathering of facts on their military 
records is readily appreciable. Of it he 
has made a most valuable and typo- 
graphically artistic volume, well illus- 
trated with more than SO photographs 
gleaned from contemporary sources. 

A table in the book shows that a total 
of 1,044 Yale men served in the Union 
forces and 225 on the confederate side. 
Dr. Eliot records that “William M. 
Evarts, presiding at the commemorative 
celebration in 1865, stated that one quar- 
ter of the Yale men of military age had 
served in the Northern armies, and 
proudly asked: "Who has done better 
than this? Who can say that any class 
ef my patriotic countrymen has done 
better than the students of Yale? No 
one then could gainsay him, nor can it 
now be denied that Yale did her part 
and did it well.” 

Aside from the “Roll of Service,” 
being the military records of the Yale 
men who served in the War, which 
covers 136 pages, Dr. Eliot has made his 
volume doubly valuable by setting forth 
other results of his research. There is 
an interesting description of college life 
in the fifties: a statistical and narrative 
history of “Yale’s Answer to the Call 
to Arms”: a more detailed account of 
some of the particularly noteworthy rec- 
ords of Yale men: a recounting of those 
men who were taken prisoners of war; 
record of the Commemorative celebration 
held in 1865 in honor of those sons of 
Yale who had served in the War; a 
chapter on the “Return of Confederate 
Veterans to New Haven”: a Roll of 


Honor of Yale Men in the Civil War, 
and an analytical conclusion. 

“Yale in the Civil War” will be a 
valuable contribution to any historical 
or military library. while to Yale men 
it will be an endless source of inspira- 
tion and admiration.

Governor Roosevelt’s Stand 

The following correspondence between 
the Publisher of the Army Aanp Navy 
JouRNAL and Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Democratic nominee for Presi- 
dent, is published for the information 
of the Services: 

July 5, 1932. 

Honorable Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Governor of the State of New York, 
Albany, New York. 
My dear Governor: 

There is naturally great interest 
among all those interested in National 
Defense as to your interpretation of the 
National Defense plank of the Demo- 
cratic platform. 

This interest is particularly keen in 
the regular military establishments, as 
well as in the National Guard and the 
Reserves. 

We would appreciate it if you would 
be good enough to advise us for publica- 
tion relative to the following: 

1. Do you favor a regular Army of 
the present size; that is to say 12,000 
officers and 118,500 enlisted men? 

2. Do you favor an air corps as pro- 
vided by the Act of 1926? 

3. Do you favor a Navy equal to that 
of any other nation and built up to the 
limits fixed by treaty? 

4. Do you favor a separate War and 
Navy Department, or do you favor a 
single Department of National Defense? 

A statement by you in answer to the 
above would be appreciated by all in- 
terested in National Defense.

Roosevelt’s Reply 

Governor Roosevelt's reply, under date 
of August 26, 1932, follows:

My dear Mr. O’Laughlin: 

Your letter should have been answered 
long before this, and I hope that you 
will forgive me for the delay. To tell 
you the truth, it was buried in a mass 
of congratulatory correspondence and 
has only just been brought to my atten- 
tion again, as requiring a special reply. 

As you know, my chief concern for 
the past three years has been the ad- 
ministration of my own State. 

As to the matter of national defense, 
it is sufficient to say that, having served 
for eight years as Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, I am familiar with the 
problems and that I believe in adequate 
defense. 

Should I go to Washington. it would 
be necessary, of course. for me to study 
further into the details of the various 
branches of the service. I am sure you 
recognize the reason for my wish not to 
give you a superficial or hastily consid- 
tred reply to questions of such vital im- 
portance.

Aerial Bombardment 


(In view of the discussion at the Gen- 
eva Disarmament Conference relative to 
the curtailing or elimination of aerial 
bombardment there has been considera- 
ble interest in that military mission. The 
following extracts from a radio address 


by 1st Lt. Charles H. Howard 11th 
Bombardment squadron, March Field, 


Calif., offers a lucid and illuminating 
presentation of the mission of bombard- 
ment.) 


It is out of the crucible of the World 
War that modern bombardment avia- 
tion is molded. We say molded advised- 
ly. for with the realization that practi- 
eal aviation is scarcely more than a 
decade old it would be foolish, indeed. 
to crystallize one’s ideas in the face of 
ever changing improvements. However. 
the experience of the years from 1914 to 
1918 has given us some very definite 
ideas of what is desired in a bombard- 
ment plane. We have, for convenience, 
divided our requirements into two gen- 
eral types called light and heavy bomb- 
ers. The line of demarcation has been 
arbitrarily drawn at a load of eleven 
‘hundred pounds for the light, and two 
thousand pounds for the heavy bomber. 
It has been generally assumed that the 
light bomber would be a much faster 
plane and able to carry on its mission 
in daylight. Recent developments give 
rise to the belief that we may have our 
heavy bombers equalling the speed of 
the other type and both approaching the 
speed of the present Pursuit plane. The 
study of the requirements of any air- 
plane soon convinces one that each de- 
sign is a compromise among a number 
of desirable features. Some of the es- 
sential elements of a good Bomber are: 
homb carrying capacity ; speed: radius of 
action and range; ceiling or operating 
altitude and rate of climb: defensive 
power: landing speed; maneuverability : 
field of view: ease of maintenance and 
reliability. A few of the more important 
qualities will be taken up briefly. 


ty bomb carrying capacity we mean 
not only the ability to lift the necessary 
weight but also such structural ar- 
rangement as will allow us to carry this 
weight either as one large bomb or 
several smaller ones. In the case of the 
light bomber, we should be able to dis- 
tribute the load as one 1100, two 600 or 
four 300-pound bombs. The need for 
this ability to carry various sized bombs 
arises from the variety of targets which 
it may be necessary to attack. It is use- 
less to drop ten 100-pound bombs on a 
target that we know requires a direct 
hit from an 1100-pound bomb. It is 
equally useless to drop 1100 pounds in 
one lump when greater damage can be 
done by a series of smaller explosions 
over a greater area. 


Closely related to bomb carrying ca- 
pacity is the radius of action and range. 
Modern conception of bombardment an- 
ticipates actions to a depth of some 300 
to 400 miles in enemy territory or, in 
the case of the defense of our shores, 
an equal distance out to sea. It is unnec- 
essary to point out that a plane making 
such a flight must be able to return to 
its base without landing. This imposes a 
severe penalty on load carrying due to 
the huge amount of fuel required. 

Speed! In this one word we have the 
essence of aircraft employment. whether 
commercial or military. Heretofore it 
has been necessary to make considerable 
sacrifice in this vital requirement in fa- 
vor of carrying capacity. Two elements 
now dictate that more consideration be 
given this feature. They are, the high 
speeds developed by the modern Pursuit 
ship and the increasing accuracy of anti- 
aircraft fire. With fighting planes mak- 
ing speeds up to 250 miles per hour, it is 
obvious that Bombardment at 100-miles 
per hour cannot hope to perform its 
missions without tremendous losses. The 
increased problem for anti-aircraft re- 
sulting from high airplane speeds can be 
readily appreciated when it is known 
that a plane fiying 100 miles per hour at 
an altitude of 15.000 feet travels some 
1800 feet forward while the shell is in 
flight. while at 160 miles per hour it 
travels nearly 3.000 feet in the same 
time. not only making the sighting and 





computing of data more difficult but giv- 





ing the plane that much more room in 
which to maneuver. 

Under defensive power we find what 
is to the speaker one of the most funda- 
mental requirements of a good Bomb- 
ing plane. By defensive power we mean 
the provision of sufficient machine guns 
to withstand the attacks of pursuit air- 
planes. However, in considering this 
question we must think, not of a single 
airplane but rather of from nine to 
thirty-six planes flying in formation. One 
of the greatest lessons of the World War 


was the effective mutual support 
achieved between Bombers when flown 
in close formation. 

Another important attribute of the 


ship must be reliability. Not only from 
the expectancy of having it in service 
every day and able to complete each mis- 
sion without mechanical or structural 
failure but from the standpoint of moral 
effect on the crew, who feel that no mat- 
ter how tough the fight or dangerous the 
mission their ship will do its part. Abso- 
lute confidence in the airplane cannot 
be overestimated as a morale contribut- 
ing factor. With this in mind, the Air 
Corps insists to the utmost on the best 
in materials and design in their equip- 
ment. It is largely through the rigid 
Government requirements that civil avia- 
tion has developed its present degree of 
reliability and safety. 

Representative of the present Bomber 
equipment of the Air Corps are the two 
types now in use at March Field. The 
Keystone Bomber. with which the 9th 
and 3ist Squadrons are equipped, is of 
the hiplane type, with a wing spread of 
75 feet. a weight empty of 8,000 pounds, 
two air-cooled motors of 575 horsepower 
each, a crew of five, a bomb load of 2,000 
pounds and a top speed of 120 miles per 
hour. The 11th Squadron is equipped 
with the Curtiss Condor, also a biplane 
type. with a wing spread of 90) feet, 
a weight empty of 9,000 pounds, two 
water-cooled V-type motors of 625 horse- 
power, a crew of five. a maximum bomb 
load of 4,000 pounds and a top speed of 
143 miles per hour.

the fullest degree the desirable features 
previously enumerated. These newer de- 
velopments show a trend away from the 
familiar biplane to the monoplane type. 
One such ship, of which a sample is un- 
dergoing test, has a single thick wing 
into which two 600-horsepower motors 
are carefully streamlined. The fusélage 
is small and so round and long as to re- 
semble a cigar. The bombs are carried 
underneath the wings and not inside the 
fuselage as in present types. This ship, 
with its unofficial speed of over 180 miles 
per hour. marks a definite step forward 
for this type. Another prominent manu- 
facturer has developed a light Bomber 
known as a “gull wing” type, so called 
because when view from the front the 
wings drop into the fuselage as do those 
of a sea gull. This machine is powered 
with two 600-horsepower V-type liquid- 
cooled motors and does something like 
200 miles per hour. These two machines 
are indicative of present day Bombard-

ment types and mark a distinct advance 

in design and performance. 

High performance airplanes are just 
one of the problems of Bombardment 
aviation. To many people a bomb is just 
so many pounds of dynamite, but to the 
initiated it resolves itself into a compli- 
cated mechanisin of design, production 
and operation into which have gone years 
of research. As noted before, demoli- 
tion bombs have been more or less stand- 
ardized, according to weight, into a series 
which include 100, 300, 600, 1100 and 
2,000-pound bombs. There are numerous 
other specialized types, including those 
used by Pursuit and Attack squadrons. 
These bombs are not to be thought of as 
just a container for the explosive. They 
must be built strong enough to penetrate 
heavy concrete and earth gun emplace- 
ments and certain types of protective ar- 
mor. 

This matter of penetration brings up 
the problem of designing a fuse that 
will not explode the bomb on impact but 
will give an appreciable delay and pene- 
tration before going off. The idea of 
dropping 2,000 pounds of TNT from a 
height of three miles and having it so 
educated as not to go off instantly is 
one to which the Ordnance Department 
is giving much thought. In order to in- 
sure that a bomb once launched will pro- 
ceed along a predetermined path, it has 
been necessary to provide them with fins 
somewhat after the manner of a Zeppe- 
lin. So equipped, the modern bomb has 
a remarkable degree of accuracy in its 
fall. 

But this accuracy goes for naught un- 
less we have some means of determining 
from what point the bomb must be re- 
leased to hit the target. The fact that 
the plane at the instant of dropping will 
be going over 100 miles per hour makes 
quick and accurate work necessary. An 
airplane, unlike a dirigible, cannot hover 
over the target. On the contrary, it will 
be making its maximum speed. The bomb, 
then, will leave the ship in a horizontal 
position, with the same forward velocity 
as the plane. In falling, the nose grad- 
ually drops and the bomb becomes more 
nearly vertical as it falls. Were it not 
for air resistance, the bomb would, if the 
airplane maintained its course, strike 
directly underneath it. Experiment has 
shown that a bomb released at a speed 
of 180 miles per hour from an altitude 
of 15,000 feet requires 32 seconds to 
reach the earth. In that time it will have 
traveled forward some eight thousand 
feet, or about a mile and a half. When 
it is remembered that there is only one 
point on our course from which, under 
these conditions, this bomb will travel 
to the target, the problem confronting 
both the sight designer and the bomber 
is appreciated. 

That progress has been made in the 
design of sights is indicated by the fact 
that the present instrument is five times 
as accurate as the best sight used during 
the war. Results, however, still depend 
on the training, skill and experience of 
the bomber. It is with the idea of re 
ducing the personal factor that develop- 
ment is being continued. The ultimate 
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achievement along this line is a sight 
with a small telescope which, when kept 
on the target by the bomber, signals the 
pilot for changes in direction and at the 
proper instant automatically releases the 
bomb. 


Having thus far equipped ourselves 
with the mechanics of Bombardment av- 
iation, we may turn to a consideration 
of the targets against which such equip- 
ment may be used. Contrary to general 
belief, heavy Bombardment rarely con- 
cerns itself with operations primarily 
against personnel. Their mission is the 
destruction of munitions factories, air 
depots, docks and shipyards, heavy forti- 
fications, munitions dumps, railroad cen- 
ters, aqueducts and reservoirs and naval 
vessels of all types. 

This matter of targets brings closely 
to home the subject of the defense of 
Southern California. Surrounded as it is 
by a ring of mountains, with few passes, 
and with its shore offering possible land- 
ing places for enemy troops, it appears 
as a most vulnerable spot, particularly 
to an attack launched from the sea. 
The damage or destruction of the Los 
Angeles water system, the harbor at San 
Pedro, the huge stores of oil and gasoline, 
or the highways and railroads through 
the mountain passes would be disastrous. 
It is not hard to imagine the havoc and 
confusion resulting from the bombard- 
ment of a rail center such as our own 
here in San Bernardino. 

But in picturing a defense from such 
a possibility, we must not lose sight of 
one factor common to all air defense, a 
factor which, ultimately, will bring all 
thought of the protection of our country 
to the realization that the air force must 
be our first line of defense, ready at a 
moment’s notice to take the field against 
any threatened attack, whether on the 
Atlantie or Pacific. and destroy or hold 
off any foe while the mobilization of our 
military resources is completed. This 
factor is mobility, the basic attribute of 
this arm which makes it possible to move 
a thousand miles over night and im- 
mediately go into action. 

And in conclusion I would leave with 
you this thought; that while the nations 
of the world in conference make much 
of the abolition of certain weapons of 
war, these same nations have under de- 
velopment even greater air fleets than 
any contemplated by our own country. 
And as for ourselves. committed as we 
are to a policy of defensive warfare only, 
we should remember the oft quoted 
axiom that “the best defense is a strong 
offense” and that Bombardment lends 
itself most powerfully to that role.

Post Exchange Inquiry 


Considerable interesting testimony re- 
garding the value of the Post Exchanges 
was brought out during the hearings 
conducted at Ft. Sill, Okla., by Repre- 
sentative Shannon, chairman of the 
special committee appointed last session 
of Congress to investigate and report on 
government competition with private 
enterprise. 


An interesting and convincing view of 
the Post Exchange was presented in 
testimony by Capt. Frank E. Shaw, 
JAGD, who told the committee, in part, 
as follows: 


“A way the Post Exchange is most 
essential to the service is in the matter 
of pay, allowance and commutations. In 
the case of the officer it gives him a 
greater purchasing power for his dollar. 
In the case of the enlisted man it gives 
him a greater purchasing power for his 
dollar and in addition all the profits of 
the exchange goes to the enlisted man 
thus affording him an opportunity to 
enjoy a few of the niceties of life within 


‘the reach of civilians but which cannot 


be afforded by him on his meager pay. 

“This method is part of the govern- 
mental pay policy which for the armed 
services may be summarized somewhat 
as follows: we will pay a certain small 
definite sum in money: we will furnish 
you quarters such as we may have: we 
hold out a definite system of retirement : 
we will keep you physically fit, if pos- 
sible. so you can perform your contract 
of employment : we will permit the estab- 
lishment of post exchanges (or company 
stores in civil life) where an effort will 
be made to sell at fairly reasonable 
prices; we will take the profits of these 
stores and spend them for the benefit of 
the enlisted men of the services in re- 
creation, wellfare and improvement of 
their food. 

“In other words, part of the contract 
of employment is, in effect, that, while 
the pay is small. the purchasing power 
of it will be increased by the operation 
of the exchanges and the profits of those 
stores will be used for increasing the 
welfare of those in the services. 

“Now of course it is not necessary to 
continue that policy should the Congress 
in its wisdom decide on the adoption of 
something different. There is no com- 
pelling necessity for the continuation of 
post exchanges, let us say for the sake 
of argument, but it is my contention that 
a recommendation of this committee 
looking to doing away with them en- 





tirely or curtailing substantially their 
scope would be such decided alteration 
of the existing policy of payment 
and contract of employment as _ to 
require, in fairness, a further and inter- 
dependent recommendation providing for 
an upward alteration of the pay schedule 
and adequate appropriations to compen- 
sate for the reduction in purchasing 
pewer of service pay and to provide for 
the food, recreational and welfare activi- 
ties now largely supported by post ex- 
change profits. 

“It will be seen, if the above be ad- 
niitted, that at present the pay policy of 
the government, in so far as the armed 
services go involves payment both in 
cash and in kind. Therefore it follows 
that, if a portion of the payment in kind 
is to be done away with there must be 
a consequent increase of payment in cash 
unless it is contemplated to work an 
actual decrease in the pay of the ser- 
vices, and of the services alone. 

“That any responsible body in posses- 
sion of the facts would recommend such 
a course of action is impossible for me 
to conceive. I meun | doubt that any 
one conversant with the facts really 
would advocate that the services, and 
the services alone, should be further re 
duced in pay. 

“When it seemed necessary to the 
Congress that there be a reduction in 
governmental payrolls as an economy 
measure the services accepted without a 
murmur such decision even though for 
some inscrutable reason they were 
singled out for the cuts proportionately 
larger than those given any other group 
of federal employees. It is in view of 
that fact, namely that the services are 
centributing the greatest ratio to the 
economy program, as well as the fact 
that the services, of all Federal em- 
ployees, gained the least benefit from 
the prosperity immediately preceeding 
the present era, which convinces me that 
no thoughtful body of citizens would 
seek to impose a further discriminatory 
pay cut directed against the services 
alone.”

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Naval Academy Curriculum 
(Continued from First Page) 
of considerable magnitude. The Acad- 
emy’s recommendations are briefly as 
follows: 

As measured by classroom work only, 
the broad lines of the old and the new 
curricula are approximately shown by 
the following:

Since as under the old curriculum, the 
drill periods and the summer terms 
ashore and afloat are almost wholly de- 
voted to professional subjects, the per- 
centage of time and effort put on the lat- 
ter rises to something over sixty per 
cent of the total. But nevertheless the 
strictly cultural education, which is 
handled only in classroom, will be in- 
creased by one-half its former time. 

The following tables show respectively 
the assignment of classroom periods as 
at present and under the new curricu- 
lum. The figures correspond to what 
are generally known as “semester 
hours”; being the classroom periods per 
week per term for the various subjects, 
with the corresponding amount of time 
devoted to study.

time for the combined subjects will be 
reduced by one-third. In practice, how- 
ever, there will be no reduction in the 
ground covered because of closer articu- 
lation of work on those subjects in sum- 
mer term and in drill periods. Inter- 
national Law is dropped from the curri- 
culum to be henceforth considered a 
postgraduate subject. The Military Law 
and Naval Regulations, the Mooring 
Board work and the course in Leader- 
ship are transferred to other depart- 
ments. No change whatever is being 
made in classroom work in the Depart- 
ment of Ordnance and Gunnery. 


A considerable reduction is made in 
the semester hours of the course in 
Mathematics, and said course will be 
completed in two years. There will be 
a slight reduction in “Engineering Ma- 
thematics,” Algebra, Calculus and Me- 
chanics. A considerable portion of the 
semester hours saved will, however, 
result from elimination of review in 
spherical Trigonometry which has to be 
in effect incident to the sequences in the 
old curriculum and in the fact that the 
few midshipmen who come to the Acad- 
emy without having studied Solid Geom- 
etry will be called upon to make it up 
during Fourth Class summer. 

The two Engineering Departments, 
each of which formerly had courses to- 
taling twenty-three semester hours, are

It is first to be noted that Depart- 
ments of Seamanship and Navigation 
are to be merged and that the classroom 
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decreased by one and one-half hours. 
The Department of Engineering and 
Aeronauties is adding to its courses in 
Engineering Materials and Processes 
and in Thermodynamics: two subjects 
in which fundamentals in engineering 
had not been treated with sufficient 
thoroughness. There is also being added 
more on Stability of Ships and Damage 
Control, which will replace some of the 
foriner course of Naval Architecture and 
Warship Construction. The courses in 
Engines, Turbines, Auxiliary Machinery, 
Boilers and Internal Combustion En- 
gines will be considerably curtailed. 

In Department of Electrical Engineer- 
ing and Physics there will be some re- 
duction in Direct Current Electricity 
and in Radio: practically no changes in 
Physics or Chemistry. 

As applied to both the Engineering 
Departments ;—laboratory work, as 
given on a scale and with facilities 
never heretofore available, will be such 
that the various subjects will have far 
more in the way of demonstration and 
“practical work” than has previously 
been the case. The laboratory work will 
be done mostly during drill periods. The 
courses in both Engineering departments 
are expected to be more effective than 
before. 

The time assigned to Modern Lan- 
guages and to Hygiene is unchanged. 
The sequence and continuity in the lan- 
guage courses will be better and the 
courses somewhat more effective. 

The time assigned to English and His- 
tory is being increased from 14 to 19 





hours. The extension will be—History 
3 hours, Comparative Literature 2 hours. 

Finally, an entirely new Department 
will be set up :—Economics and Govern- 
ment, with 9 hours available. This De- 
partment will take over the Military 
Law. etc., but its main object will be 
Government, underlying principles and 
fundamental economics. 

The Academy’s daily routine has been 
extensively revised to promote economy 
of time and to more closely connect the 
work of drill periods with that of the 
classroom. 


Extend Victory Medal Period 

The Secretary of the Navy Charles 
Francis Adams has approved the recom- 
mendations of the Board of the Awards 
of the Navy that the date for the issu- 
ance of the Victory Medal, the World 
War Service Medal, be extended to in- 
clude all officers and men of the United 
States Navy and United States Marine 
Corps who entered the service subse- 
quent to November 11, 1918, and were 
attached to the American Expeditionary 
Forces in European Russia or in Siberia 
between November 12, 1918, and March 
3, 1921. 

Previous to 
members of the 








this action, only those 
military service who 
served between the dates of April 6, 
1917, and November 11, 1918, were eli- 
gible for the award of the Victory Medal. 

After the signing of the Armistice by 
the Allies and the Central Powers, the 
United States Naval forces were engaged 
in guarding the ports in Northern Russia 
and vicinity and in cooperating with the 
Military and Naval Forces of the Allies 
there. 

The USS Galveston and the USS Ches- 
ter arrived in Archangel in April, 1919 
and assisted in the withdrawal of the 
American forces. The USS Des Moines. 
the Yankton, the USS Sacramento, and 
a number of Eagle Boats with twelve 
submarine chasers and patrol tank 
steamer reached there later. These ves- 
sels remained until all the troops, ex- 
cept a very small] detachment, were with- 
drawn from Northern Russia in June. 

During the period covered by the ex- 
tension for eligibility for the Victory 
Medal, other naval vessels, attached to 
the United States Naval Forces Operat- 
ing in Turkish Waters were used in the 
evacuation of Russian non-combatants 
from the Crimea and other ports in the 
Black Sea, and in evacuating refugees 
in Turkey and Greece. 

In the Far East, units of the United 
States Navy cooperated with the Alties 
at Vladivostok. Siberia. 

The instructions for the issuance of 
the Victory Medal to persons of the 
naval service who are eligible for that 
decoration under this extension state 
that appropriate clasps be issued with 
the Victory Medal to the officers and 
men of the U. S. Navy and U. S. Marine 
Corps who entered the service subse- 
quent to November 11, 1918, and who 
were attached to the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in Siberia or European 
Russia between November 12, 1918, and 
March 3, 1921. 





Automatic Increases 

The “pay freeze” provision inserted in 
the Economy Act suspending. during the 
fiscal year 1933, automatic increases in 
compensation by reason of promotion or 
length of service. does not apply to offi- 
cers of the services who fail physically 
for promotion and are entitled to the 
higher rank and pay on the retired list, 
the Comptroller General has ruled. 

Passing upon the claim of Lt. Comdr. 
Leslie T. Conditt, DC, USN, retired, for 
retired pay based on active duty pay of 
a lieutenant commander after 14 years’ 
service, Comptroller McCarl held that 
Section 205 and not Section 201 should 
control and that the officer was entitled 
to the pay of the rank to which pro- 
moted. 

When found physically disqualified for 
promotion Lieutenant Conditt was placed 
upen the retired list of the Navy with 
the rank of lieutenant commander from 
the date of July 1, 1932, and the General 
Accounting Office was called upon to de- 





termine the effect of those two sections, 
which are as follows: 

“Sec. 201. All provisions of law which 
confer upon civilian or non-civilian offi- 
cers or employees of the United States 
Government or the municipal government 
of the District of Columbia automatic 
increases in compensation by reason of 
length of service or promotion are sus- 
pended during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1933; but this section shall not 
be construed to deprive any person féf 
any increment of compensation received 
through an automatic increase in com- 
pensation prior to July 1, 1932.” 

“Sec. 205. The provisions of this Part 
of this Act providing for temporary re- 
ductions in compensation and suspension 
in automatic increases in compensation 
shall not operate to reduce the rate of 
compensation upon which the retired pay 
or retirement benefits of any officer or 
employee would be based but for the ap- 
plication of such provisions, but the 
amount of retired pay shall be reduced 
as provided in Title I: Provided, That 
retirement deductions authorized by iaw 
to be made from the salary, pay or com- 
pensation of officers or employees and 
transferred or deposited to the credit of 
a retirement fund, shall be based on the 
regular rate of salary, pay or compensa- 
tion instead of on the rate as temporari- 
ly reduced under the provisions of this 
Act.” 

“The officer’s advancement on retire- 
ment” declared the Comptroller “is un- 
der the provisions of the act of March 
4, 1911, 36 Stat. 1267 (modified in cer- 
tain respects not here material by the 
act of August 29, 1916, 39 Stat. 579, and 
the act of July 1, 1918, 40 Stat. 718), 
which provides: 

“Hereafter, if any officer of the United 
States Navy shall fail in his physical 
examination for promotion and be found 
incapacitated for service by reason of 
physical disability contracted in the line 
of duty, he shall be retired with the 
rank to which his seniority entitled him 
to be promoted.” 

“Under section 201 of the Economy 
Act, had the officer been found physical- 
ly and otherwise qualified, he would 
have been advanced to the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander, and if such advance- 
ment took effect on or after July 1, 1932, 
he would have been entitled to no in- 
crease of compensation by reason of such 
advancement. The purpose and intent 
of section 205 of the Economy Act is 
that notwithstanding such suspension 
of increase in compensation by reason 
of automatic promotion on the active 
list, if the authorized promotion is in- 
cident to and in connection with the re- 
tirement of the officer, there should be 
no reduction in “the rate of compensa- 
tion upon which the retirement pay or 
retirement benefits of any officer or em- 
ployee would be based.”” When an officer 
within the terms of the act is examined 
for promotion and found physically dis- 
qualified because of physical disability 
contracted in the line of duty, it is man- 
datory that he shall be retired with the 
rank to which his seniority entitles him 
to be promoted. That is a retirement 
benefit which is not, under the terms of 
section 205 of the Economy Act, to be 
modified by the provisions of section 201. 
You are accordingly advised that Lieu- 
tenant Commander Conditt’s retired pay 
should be based on his rank on the re- 
tired list and his length of service at 
time of retirement. reduced as provided 
in section 106 of the Economy Act.”

THE BIRTHDAY ANNIVERSARY of America’s greatest living soldier will 
be celebrated next week. It is fitting, therefore, to express to General Pershing 
not only the Army’s loyal congratulations upon his arrival at another milestone in 
his life, but to anticipate the affectionate declarations of regard and admiration 
which will be uttered throughout the country. The passage of time constantly 
increases the stature of- the General. In perspective, the magnitude of the task 
he performed are reaching their true height. His wise policies, which produced 
the efficient American Armies in France, his construction of a machine which rolled 
resistlessly to victory, the diplomacy he displayed in now complying and then 
resisting such astute and vigorous politicians as Clemenceau and Lloyd George, 
these are matters indelibly written upon the pages of history. The Army knows 
and places true value upon the military achievements of their distinguished leader, 
and the people, who envisage the whole operation from the viewpoint of the general 
welfare, realize that in him is the living embodiment of the tribute paid to George 
Washington: “First in peace, first in war and first in the hearts of his countrymen.” 





WITH REPRESENTATIVE McSWAIN renominated for the House, the Army 
can anticipate that he will continue to be the chairman of the Military Committee 
in the next Congress. That the House will be under democratic control is con- 
fidently predicted, though the republicans claim that it is safe to make no bet 
until all the returns are counted. But whether Mr. McSwain be chairman or 
senior member of the Committee, we are glad to find that he is still determined 
to press promotion legislation for the Army during the coming session. It is to be 
expected he will support the principles for which he has contended for years, but 
he realizes that all legislation is a matter of compromise and what he desires is 
to obtain a bill which will help the Service. With that opinion the entire Army 
will be in accord with the South Carolinian. When General MacArthur returns 
from Europe, he will confer with Mr. McSwain and impress upon him the necessity 
for reform which will not be piecemeal, but which will relate to the entire Service. 
The War Department, also, will be ready for the hearings Mr. McSwain plans to 
hold. At these hearings, the need of more rather than fewer officers will be 
stressed, and it is hoped the Committee, with better understanding of the situation, 
will express an unalterable resolution to maintain the commissioned personnel at 
least at its present strength. Besides promotion reform, it is our hope that Mr. 
McSwain will not fail to help the morale of the Sea as well as the land Service 
by urging the relief of all officers from the furlough provision of the Economy Act. 





GOVERNOR ROOSEVELT has failed to answer specifically the questions we 
addressed to him relative to his stand upon national defense. We recall that he 
made an admirable Assistant Secretary of the Navy, and at that time left no 
doubt as to his view of what our naval strength should be, and the importance of 
proper provision for the men who devote their lives to the service of the country. 
Recently, he expressed wholehearted approval of the democratic platform, with its 
plank falsely stating that the expenditures of the Army and Navy were fast 
approaching a billion dollars, and pledging a survey which forecasted further 
reductions. In his reply to our questions, the governor states he is for “adequate” 
defense, whatever that may mean. It is highly important that a candidate for the 
high office of President should express his views clearly upon a matter of such 
vital concern as to the strength of the land and naval forces essential for the 
protection of the country and its vast possessions and interests. We urge Governor 
Roosevelt to speak more clearly, and we hope that friends of National Defense 
will communicate with him to this end. 





CAPT. M. E. 8S. LAWS, MC, British Royal Artillery, has published in the 
Journal of the United Service Institution of India an extremely interesting and 
well informed view of the Philippines and the Pacific Problem. The evacuation of 
the Philippines, Captain Laws holds will be to our profit, since the United States 
no longer will need to maintain a garrison “in a dangerously isolated situation 
far from support.” Moreover, he insists that the loss of a naval base in the 
Western Pacific is not so serious as may at first sight appear, for the communica- 
tions with Manila would be so precarious in time of war that it could hardly be 
expected to withstand a determined attack. He predicts that American prestige 
would suffer by withdrawal, and that Japan would seek to extend her territories 
to the equator—a procedure which he suggests would not be so favorable for the 
British Empire. He proposes the international neutralization of the Philippines, 
for enforcing respect of which a powerful British Fleet based upon Singapore 
would be required. While it is quite true that the defense of the Philippines would 
be impossible save with command of the sea, it is that command which America 
would seek in case of war. Again, the fact must not be lost sight of that the 
Philippines are a valuable asset in connection with the promotion of our Far 
Eastern trade. In spite of the agitation for evacuation of the Philippines, which 


is having quite a repercussion in Congress, the probability is that the American 
flag will continue to fly over the Arehipelago for many years to come.

Lt. G. F. Cooper (MC), det. Rec. Ship at 
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Navy Issues Ban Orders—Regulations prohibiting graduates of the Naval 
Academy from marrying while holding a revokable commission were issued by the 
Navy Department this week. The orders, which do not apply to the recently com- 
missioned class of 1932, provide that if an: officer marries in violation of the pro- 
vision, his marriage “shall be considered as equivalent to a resignation and his 
commission shall be revoked.” 

Following the passage of the act making all commissions of Naval Academy 
graduates provisional for two years, the Department last spring considered issuing 
regulations requiring officers to remain single during the provisional period. Mar- 
riage has always been banned for midshipmen while at the Naval Academy and 
prior to receiving a permanent commission, and although when Congress provided, 
two decades ago, that graduates of the Academy should receive their commissions 
immediately upon graduation, no prohibition was placed upon their marrying during 
this period. In the opinion of the Department, this arrangement has worked badly. 
Officials at the Department, as well as practically all of the older officers of the 
Navy, feel that a newly commissioned officer, in many cases, cannot get a good 
start in both a naval career and matrimony, if they are begun together. The 
meager pay of an ensign, the absences at sea, are not conducive to a smooth sailing 
married life and troubles ashore are destructive to efficiency at sea. After studying 
over the matter most of the summer, it was decided to place the ban into effect, 
and the following is incorporated into Naval Academy Regulations: 

“Art. 646. (a2) No married person shall be admitted as a midshipman to the 
Naval Academy. 

“(b) Midshipmen shall not marry, and any midshipman found to be married 
shall be recommended for dismissal. 

“(c) No graduate of the Naval Academy who may hereafter be commissioned 
under the provisions of the Act of Congress approved May 2, 1932, shall marry 
while serving under a revocable commission. If any officer shall be married in 
violation of this article, such marriage shall be considered as equivalent to a 
resignation and his commission shall be revoked.” 


Leave or Furlough Required for Excess Time by Auto Travel.—Radio instructions 
have been sent all Corps Area and Department Commanders informing them that 
due to the decision of the Comptroller General it becomes necessary to revoke 
change in Paragraph 1 b, A. R. 605-180 contained in Circular No. 36, War Depart- 
ment, 1932. This action makes the provisions of Paragraph 1 b, A. R. 605-180, 
August 16, 1926, again effective. 

The change in Paragraph 1 b, A. R. 605-180 which has been revoked was of 
such nature as to permit officers traveling by automobile in changing station or 
traveling on duty from one place to another to be allowed a reasonable time to 
accomplish the journey without unnecessary delay. The Comptroller General has 
ruled that travel of this nature in excess of the time allowed by rail must be 
covered by leave or legislative furlough. In consequence officers traveling by 
nutomobile for the ubove purposes will be required hereafter to secure leave or 
legislative furlough to cover the period of travel by automobile in excess of the 


time allowed by rail.

Rebukes “Breaking” of Leases—A scathing rebuke was issued this week by the 
Bureau of Navigation to officers who have terminated leases of rented quarters 
upon the receipt of transfer orders, months in advance of actual detachment, under 
the usual clause allowing termination of the lease if ordered away prior to the end 
of the period covered. In certain cases, officers who were paying high rents have 
attempted to terminate their lease prior to detachment and secure temporary quar- 
ters at rates more in keeping with their reduced pay and allowances. Efforts of 
this kind, the Bureau believes, will lead to landlords refusing to include such a 
clause in leases to naval officers. To stop such attempts, the following was pub- 
lished in this week’s Bulletin: 

“The Bureau has had occasion recently to investigate and pass judgment on a 
claim against an officer of the Navy, wherein he maintained and represented that 
receipt of orders justified the breaking of his lease, despite the fact that the orders 
did not become effective until four months after their receipt. 

“The Bureau, after years of study and planning, has been able to prepare duty 
slates and to issue orders well in advance. The purpose of this forehandedness has 
been the personal convenience of officers, permitting them to lay plans for the orders 
involved and all in the interest of officer morale. To presume upon this facility thus 
afforded by the Bureau and to employ such orders for the purpose of breaking a 
lease reading ‘upon receipt of orders detaching him from the vicinity’, savors of an 
abuse of privilege, and abuses carried to excess lead invariably to the withdrawal 
of privileges, the many suffering because of the selfishness or inconsiderateness of 
the few. 

“The plea in this case, that receipt of orders constituted detachment, was far- 
fetched and untenable, since, as is well known, detachment becomes effective only 
upon endorsement to that effect by the immediate superior. Any other representa- 
tion, if resorted to, constitutes a misrepresentation.”

Fostering Good Will—<Another occasion of the fostering of good will between nations 
by the exemplary conduct of military personnel is revealed in a letter received by 
Secretary of War Hurley from the American Ambassador to Chile, the Hon. W. S. 
Culbertson, in which the Ambassador warmly commends the services of Capt. Ralph 
H. Wooten, AC, military attache of the American Embassy at Chile. 

“Under the date of March 13, 1931."" Ambassador Culbertson said, “I wrote 
sou a letter commending the services which Capt. Ralph H. Wooten. Military 
Attache of this Embassy, has rendered in Chile to the science of aviation and in 
particular during the flight which he made (with me us passenger) from Santiago 
across the unexplored section of the Cordillera south of Puerto Montt and across 
Patagonia to Tierra del Fuego. 

“Prior to that flight (June 15, 1930) Captain Wooten made two flights over 
the Cordilleras east of Santiago searching for M. Rogers Guillaumet the French 
flier, who was lost during a flight between Santiago and Mendoza. 

“During this month Captain Wooten has again given evidence of his personal 
courage and has honored the American Army and increased the prestige of the 
American military attache in Santiago. On July 16 the regular trimotor aero- 
plane of Panagra with its crew and passengers disappeared completely in the 
Cordillera. Captain Wooten was requested to assist in the search and I authorized 
him to make such flights as seemed to him proper in order to help locate the lost 
plane. On July 16 he flew to Mendoza in his siugle motored Army plane and from 
there made a series of flights along the edge of the Cordillera searching for the 
plane. In the meantime a heavy snow storm (it being winter here) started in the 
Cordillera making flights over the central part of the mountain range impossible. 
During the following week. in spite of the bad- weather conditions which made 
flying extremely dangerous, Captain Wooten continued his efforts practically every 
day. assisting in the search which covered all the sectors of the highest parts of 
the mountains. Unfortunately the lost plane has not yet been located. 

“The expressions of appreciation of Captain Wooten's services are universal 
and I desire to add my own words of hearty commendation and praise for the 
services voluntarily rendered by him. I hope that you may be able to find some 
way to recognize his effective services not only in connection with the flights which 
I have mentioned above but generally in connection with his useful services as 
Military Attache of this Embassy.”

General MacArthur’s Trip—General MacArthur arrived at Cherbourg Sept. 5, where 
he was greeted by Admiral Ledo and the president of the Chamber of Commerce. 
From there he went to Paris to confer with American officials at the Embassy. 

Newspaper dispatches from Istanbul place considerable importance to informa- 
tion that the General will visit Turkey shortly before the arrival there of a Russian 
military mission. The Paris foreign office was reported to be uneasy over reports 
that the United States contemplates sending a military mission to Russia for the 
purpose of establishing diplomatic and trade relations. 

General MacArthur is reported to be scheduled to be received at Istanbul by 
President Mustapha Kemal Pasha, the Turkish dictator who is known to be friendly 
to Russia. The Chief of Staff will then go to Angora and then to Rumania to be 
received by King Carol and visit the Rumanian-Soviet frontier on the Dniester 
River. 

Coupled with the news that Maj. Gen. Frank R. McCoy may return from his 
League of Nations duties in the Orient by way of Moscow no little comment has 
been aroused by General MacArthur's reported trip to Istanbul.

Army and Navy Construction—No decision has yet come from the Treasury De- 
partment as to whether or not the Army and Navy will be permitted to go ahead 
with the construction at posts and shore stations, appropriations for which were 
carried in the Emergency Relief Bill. 

In the meanwhile, Comptroller General MecCarl has ruled that ten percent 
must be cut from the funds voted to the public building program by Congress. The 
bill carried $10,000,000 for Navy public works and $15,164,000 for Army construction. 

The decision does not make it clear whether the 10 percent cut applies to the 
lump sum or whether each item of construction may be cut 10 percent and the 
balance spread over more items. It is said orally, however, at the Comptroller's 
office that the full amount may be expended by cutting each item 10 percent and 
spreading the total out over more construction. At the Treasury, however. no 
assurance was forthcoming that this latter interpretation would apply.

budget. Thus, the United States will 
keep its hand on the Island, and should 
disorders reappear it will be justified in 
returning the Marines to establish peace 
and permit the lawful government to 
function. The negotiation of the Treaty 
calls public attention anew to the mag- 
nificent work the Marines have done in 
Haiti during the years of their occu- 
pancy. After the establishment of peace, 
and indeed simultaneously with their 
landing, officers and men labored to im- 
prove conditions. They introduced mod- 
ern sanitation, built roads, provided 
schools, promoted agriculture and in- 
dustry, in fact, cultivated every field of 
human endeavor, to the lasting benefit 
of the natives. A great piece of con- 
structive work was well done, and the 
achievement constitutes another star 
upon the brilliant record of this branch 
of our National Defense.

Should President Hoover be reelected, 
as seems highly probable at this junce- 
ture, a Cabinet reorganization is likely 
after the next Fourth of March. Re- 
ports have been current that Secretary 
Adams plans to retire, and should he 
do so it will be not only in opposition 
to the wishes of the President but to 
the deep regret of the Navy. The Ad- 
ministration which he has given has 
been outstanding, the policies he has 
pursued have been those designed to 
assure both strategic and tactical effi- 
ciency, and his treatment of the per- 
sonnel has provoked grateful recogni- 
tion. It is not too much to say that Mr. 
Adams, with broad understanding and 
unsurpassed judgment, has exercised an 
influence upon the naval arm of great 
importance to its internal development, 
and this in the face of constant demands 
for expenditure reductions. The candi- 
date the Navy has to succeed Mr. Adams, 
is Mr. Adams. Should, however. he in- 
sist that he be allowed to surrender his 
portfolio, it is to be hoped that the selec- 
tion of the President will be a man of 
equal sympathy with the Navy’s inter- 
ests. Regarding Mr. Hurley, the rela- 
tions he has with the President are so 
close that the latter undoubtedly will 
request him to remain as Secretary of 
War. Such action on his part would be 
most gratifying to the Army. Mr. Hur- 
ley has modeled his department in a 
manner which has enabled the military 
branch to function harmoniously and 
efficiently. He has recognized the power 
and responsibility of the Chief of Staff, 
and maintained them, and has adminis- 
tered the Assistant Secretaries and sup- 
ply bureaus in a fashion to secure thor- 
ough coordination. It is not to the in- 
terest of the country to have Mr. Hurley 
surrender his office any more than for 
Mr. Adams to leave. Both have proved 
themselves to be officials worthy of the 
Nation’s trust.

Isn’t it about time the government at 
Washington agree upon the facts in con- 
nection with the eviction of the bonus 
Mar-ders? Secretary Hurley makes a 
statement, which is denied by Brig. Gen. 
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Hines, chief of the Veterans Bureau. 
Assistant Secretary for Air Davison 
makes a statement, and this also is de- 
nied. The result is confusion of public 
thought and the adoption of condemna- 
tory resolutions by veterans conventions. 
The facts amply justify the action of 
the President in calling upon General 
MacArthur to expel the marchers. But 
in order for him to be upheld they 
should be told simply and plainly, and 
all controversial points should be dis- 
carded. How many of the campers were 
veterans, how many reds were viciously 
active, what quantities of dynamite were 
discovered in the camps, all these are 
of minor consequence alongside the basic 
truth that policemen were attacked and 
one was killed, illegal gatherings were 
held, terrorism of government was at- 
tempted, law ordered was imperilled, 
and the local authorities in writing noti- 
fied the President that they were help- 
less. The President would have been 
recreant to his duty had he even tem- 
porized. Get the facts before the Na- 
tion, and I guarantee that criticism will 
be confined to those who want to over- 
throw the Government or are numbered 
among the pink fringe.

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Admiral Cole Retires 


Rear Adm. William Carey Cole, USN, 
retired from active duty September 1 
after 47 years service in the Navy, hav- 
ing reached the statutory retirement age 
of 64 years. He served as Commander 
of the Scouting Force with the accom- 
panying rank of Vice Admiral in 1929 
and 1930, when he was appointed Com- 
mandant of the 12th Naval District, 
headquarters, San Francisco, Calif. In 
June, 1932, he was detached from that 
duty and since that time has been the 
Inspector of Naval Petroleum Reserves 
at Los Angeles, Calif. 

Admiral Cole was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for his service 
during the Wprld War in command of 
the USS Nevada, battleship, which oper- 
ated in the War Zone with the British 
Fleet. He was also awarded decorations 
by the Peruvian, Ecuadorian and Chile- 
un governments. 

He was born in Chicago, Ill., August 
23, 1868, and was appointed to the U. S. 
Naval Academy in 1885. He was com- 
missioned Ensign July 1, 1891: Lieute- 
nant (junior grade) January 13, 1899; 
Lieutenant March 3, 1899; Lieutenant 
Commander July 1, 1905; Commander 
October 20, 1910; Captain August 29, 
1916; and Rear Admiral December 31, 
1921.

Spanish American War, 
served aboard the USS 
vessel in the North 
Atlantic Squadron, and was under fire 
from Morro Castle. He attended the 
Naval War College in 1915, and in the 
World War. commanded the USS Fred- 
erick, cruiser, and later the USS Nev- 
ada. 

In 1919. Admiral Cole served as As- 
sistant Naval Attache at London, with 
additional duty in connection with the 
Allied Mission, returning to duty in the 
Office of Naval Operations, Navy Depart- 
ment, the end of that year. He served 
as Assistant Chief of Naval Operations 
from June 1921 to March 1922, when he 
Was given command of the Special Ser- 
vice Squadron operating in Central 
American waters. In 1923, he was ap- 
pointed Chief of Staff on the staff of 
the Commander-in-Chief, United States 
Fleet, going from this duty to command 
the Navy Yard, Norfolk, in 1925. Ad- 
miral Cole became Commander Battle- 
ship Division Four, Battle Fleet, in Ap- 


ril 1928. and in the spring of 1929, was 
appointed Commander of the Scouting 
Fleet.

National Defense Policy 


Considerable newspaper publicity was 
gained this week by a report issued by 
the Foreign Policy Association, Inc., of 
New York City. which was purported 
to reveal that the ‘organization of the 
American Army and the provisions of 
the National Defense Act both are at 
odds with the peace program and the 
military problem of the United States. 

The report, drawn up by William T. 
Stone, Washington representative of the 
association, is approximately 9,000 
wores long, being published in one of 
the 12 page printed “Foreign Policy Re- 
ports” issned fortnightly by the group. 

Unfortunately for the student of mili- 
tary affairs, many of the opinions and 
objections conveyed by the report are 
conveyed by innuendo and _ therefore 
are difficult to isolate and analyze. 
The report gives a detailed recount- 
ing of the enactment of the National 
Defense Act of 1920 and a descrip 
tion of the carrying out of that legisla- 
tive mandate by the War Department 
under the handicap of less men and less 
money that originally was contemplated 
—with the statements selected and nre- 
sented in such a manner as to lead to 
the following conclusion: 

“The military organization outlined in 
the preceding pages envisages the de- 
fense needs of the United States pri- 
marily in terms of the man-power which 
would be required in a war waged on 
the same scale and fought on the same 
principles as the World War. It as- 
sumes that mass armies will be em- 
ployed in the future as in the past, that 
offensive as well as defensive operations 
are required. and that mobilization of 
the man-power of the nation is still 
essential to the defense of the United 
States (regardless of our relative geo- 
graphical isolation) as long as there is 
any possibility of being drawn into a 
general war. On the strength of this 
theory the creation of a small but well- 
trained mobile force equipped to meet a 
sudden emergency has heen sacrificed to 
the task of training a citizen reserve and 
building up a vast Officer Reserve Corns. 
which is officially regarded as inade- 
quate to meet the requirements of mo- 
bilization. 

“In many respects the military prob- 

lem of the United States is similar to 
that of Australia. which could be ade- 
quately defended. according to some 
military experts. by a small mobile force 
equipped to repel invasion. In_ both 
cases, invasion would come from over- 
seas, and in both cases defensive rather 
than offensive operations are the natural 
réle of the Army—provided the primary 
obiect is to resist invasion. The primary 
object of the National Defense Act. how- 
ever, is not confined to defense of Amer- 
ican territory. The proposal of the 
American delegation at Geneva. never- 
theless, and several official utterances of 
President Hoover seek to establish just 
such a limited objective. In his speech 
accepting renomination for President, 
Mr. Hoover declared: 
‘T insist upon an Army and Navy of 4 
strength which guarantees that no for- 
eign soldier will land on American soil.’ 
This, it is pointed out. is a clear declara- 
tion of the object of the arms forces, 
compatible with our international com- 
mitments and within the military means. 
An army organized solely to defend 
American soil would be in full aceord 
with the anti-war pact: it would not re- 
quire offensive preparations and it would 
not be materially affected by the size or 
organization of foreign armies.” 

One of the strange features about this 
entire report which purports to repre- 
sent research into the National Defense 
policy of the United States is that it is 
devoted entirely to the Army and makes 
barely a mention of the Navy with vir- 
tually no reference to the functions and 
mission of that great arm of National 
Defense. The possibility that the Navy 
might engage enemy ships and prevent 
the landing of troops during the opening 
stages of an emergency seems to be en- 
tirely disregarded. as is the possibility 
that such action on the part of the Navy

Financial Digest 


The Federal Reserve Board’s condition 
statement of weekly reporting member 
banks in leading cities on August 31 
shows increases for the week of $40,000- 
000 in loans and investments, $120,000,- 
000 in net demand deposits, $13,000,000 
in reserve balances with Federal reserve 
banks and $8,000,000 in borrowings from 
Federal reserve banks, and a decrease of 
$41,000,000 in Government deposits. Time 
deposits show little change for the week. 

Loans on securities declined $18,000,- 
000 each at reporting member banks in 
the New York and Chicago districts and 
$36,000,000 at all reporting member 
banks. “All other’ loans increased $15,- 
000,000 in the New York district and 
$4,000,000 at all reporting member 
banks. 

Holdings of the United States Govern- 
ment securities increased $49,000,000 in 
the New York district and $44,000,000 
at all reporting member banks, and de- 
clined $9,000,000 in the Chicago district. 
Holdings of other securities increased 
$24,000,000 in the New York district, 
$9,000,000 in the Chicago district and 
$28,000,000 at all reporting banks. 

Borrowings of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks from Federal reserve banks 
aggregated $158,000,000 on August 31, 
representing a net increase of $8,000,000 
for the week. 





Aerial Training in Hawaii 


A large number of officers in the Ha- 
wiaiian Department qualified as Expert 
Aerial Gunners and Expert Aerial 
fombers during the 1932 training pe- 
riod. Practically every officer exceeded 
his score of last season. 1st Lt. Otto P. 
Weyland made the highest score in ae- 
rial gunnery—a record of 969. There 
were also ten other officers who qualified 
with scores of 790 to 929. This included 
firing on a sleeve target towed by an- 


other plane. firing at ground targets 
from a dive and dive bombing 
The highest sccre in the Observer's 


Course in aerial] gunnery was made by 
Ist Lt. Charles G, Brenneman—a total 
of 1288. In the Observer’s Course, both 
towed aerial and ground targets are fired 
on the pivot-mounted guns. Thirty-six 
other officers qualified in this event, with 
scores ranging from 716 to 1194. 

2nd Lt. Lloyd H. Tull made the high- 
est score in aerial bombing with a mark 
of 1870.2. In this event the wreck of 
an old ship lying on the reef outside the 
mouth of Pearl Harbor was used as a 
target. Sixteen other officers qualified 
in this course, with scores ranging from 
1562 to 1864. 
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
